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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 2 (now amended claim 1 ) is withdrawn in view 
of the newly discovered reference(s) to Taylor (2,708,970). Rejections based on the 
newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Taylor (2,708,970). See Appendix A for examiner added reference numerals. 

In regards to claim 1 , Taylor discloses the same invention including a punch (P) 
and die capable of forming a hole in a metal plate (D), a die body defining a vertical 
through bore (100 has a vertical component and is therefore considered vertical) 
extending between a top (54) and bottom surface of the die (38), a horizontal extending 
ridge formed on a first portion of a wall of the bore capable of engaging a portion of a 
work piece and capable of tipping the work piece away from a face of the punch (101 , 
using Appendix A, slug "S" is capable of coming into contact with 101 at horizontal 
position and 101 makes the item tip to the orientation shown at S), a partially 
circumferential relief formed on a second portion of the wall substantially opposite from 
the horizontally extending ridge capable of facilitating the tipping (102, this portion does 
not interact with S thereby permitting/ facilitating the tipping to take place), the partially 
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circumferential relief is formed vertically closer to the top surface of the die body than 
the horizontal extending ridge to provide an adequate space (102). 

In regards to claim 3, Taylor discloses the partially circumferential relief defines a 
relief area extending between the circumferential relief and the bottom surface of the die 
(103). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
